made, we expect to find the very parties who 
are now crying so lustily for a redistribution, 
the most furious dcclaimers against it ; but 
as the Oowiohan and Comox bill passed its 
third reading, with all (ho noise of the 
Chronicle's penny whistle, without a disaen-. 
tient voico, bo also do wo cxpoct every other 
mraeuro that is opposed in the same quartor 
to be equally successful.

ERRATIC JOURNALISM. 



Tlio lines of our morning contemporary 
seem to have fallen in unpleasant placos. 
No sooner h it out of one dilemma than it k 
into another. To thoso who can got over 
tho feeling of contempt with whieh most 
peoplo miiBt view itn childish animus and 
want o( ordinary discretion or principle, its 
recent contortions and gyrations must ap- 
poor amusing. After praising the ac- 
tion ol tho majority in tho House, ami abus- 
ing the individual members — alter tolling its 
readers that these mon uro Bcheraing politi- 
cians ready to plunge- the conuh-y into hopo- 
Ibbs ruin lo curry out their own peculiar 
ends, which in this instance would seem to 
be thi reduction of the expenses ol the 
country — it calls tho next day upon His 
Excellency Governor Kennedy, in a high 
state of nervous trepidation, not to dissolve 
tho House, because these scheming politi- 
cians, in whom the public hava no confi- 
dence, would all be re-elected ! K we had 
had any doubts about the hapless condition 
of our contemporary's mind from the forego- 
ing they would bu entirely dispelled by its 
last two issues. The public uro first told that 
the Liberal members ol the Houao are deter- 
mined to curry out somo schema that will 
ruin the colony ; when this fit is over, it ap- 
pears that the danger is local not general, 
and that only Victoria is to be annihilated. 
After forming themselves iuto a Club" lor 
reducing the expanses of the country and 
otherwise damaging public interests, the 
majority of the House nre found to have con- 
ceived a deep- laid design to seize Victoria, 
biud her hand and foot, and cut her up into 
small bits lor the especial delight of the raven- 
ous districts. A bill is introduced lo give 
Oowiohan and Comox — two of our most im- 
portant settlements — representation in i he 
House of Assembly. The first reading ol 
tho measure pusses, but not a word is said 
about it ; the second reading goes through, 
and Btill the Chronicle is silent. Xot till it 
goes through Committee — not until Dr. 
Helmoken, tho source of our contemporary's 
inspiration— ils oracle, its guide — uot until 
he speaks does the weak shrill pipe sound its 
discordant notes. Then w8 see in a diluted 
form the speeob of tho senior member for 
Metchosin nunstormed into a ''leader'' in 
the columns of the Chronicle, — then we see 
tho Doctor's statistics, which were road in the 
Assembly, transferred bodily into tho article 
as if they had been the result of exhausting 
editorial labors ; all tho fallacies, all the 
blunders, all the crudities on representation 
and taxation which Dr. Heluicken adduced 
in his speech against tho bill are rehashed in 
our contemporary's columns in a more falla- 
cious, more blundering and more crude mini, 
nor even than the original. We aro told that 
taxation or population should bo the basis of 
representation, which so far us the basis goes 
no one has ever disputed ; but with a know- 
ledge of the principles and practice of repre- 
sentation that is, to say the least, extraordi- 
nary, wo are assured that the proper way is 
to give representatives in exact proportion to 
tho amount of taxation or population. Ac- 
cording to this brilliant idea, London, as was 
stated in the Assembly, if we went on 
the number ol inhabitants, would have 
seventy members in the House of Com- 
mons ; and if we went on taxation 
its proportion would be infinitely larger, 
If our contemporary knew auything at all 
about representation, it would bo conversant 
with the fact, that in no country has a town 
or city tho same number of representatives 
as any given number of separate districts 
with an equal population . But apart from 
this, wo Bhould like to know what injury the 
granting of representation to Oowiohan and 
Comox is going to do Victoria 1 Hnve we 
not been told over and over again by our 
oracular contemporary that Iho interest ol 
Victoria is Iho interest of tho districts— that 
the farming communities are depending on 
Victoria (or a market for their produce, and 
that what injures Victoria must necessarily 
injure them? If thai be tho case, and we 
have our contemporary's word for it, why 
does it now say that the districts aro going 
to swamp Victoria, or, in other words, aic 
going to kill themselves / We are really 
afraid the editorial memory is weak and the 
reasoning power not supernalurally vigorous. 

The fallacies ol our contemporary aro 
legion. It stints off wilb tho false basis that 
the intorosts ol the districts uro ad vert e la 
the interests ol Victoria — contrary, as wo 
havo shown, to all its former protestations. It 
theD implies that tho interests of all Iho 
districts aro tho same as oho, and that Sooke 
and Comox might shake hands over tba des- 
truction of the capital. Having gone this 
far it is euay to make nnother (also step, and 
bo it gravely assumes that nil these districts 
Bend men whoso interests aro bouud up 
in tho districts to represent them in the 
Assembly. This absurdity has been already 
very promptly exposed in tho Evening J'ott, 
which shovvud that out of the eleven mem- 
bers returned it present uutsido Victoria, 
every representative but one was a Victori- 
an and had his interests in Victoria. Yet 
this is tho class who are to lay tho Vancou- 
ver Island capital in nshus ! It is bad 
enough for a journal, bcoauso it is in a email 
and powerless minoiity to lush iuell into 
impotent nige iu,d declaim against men who 
ore doing their utmost for the public good, 
bill lo fall into such u bopoleia plight as this 

to bo caught blundering and floundering 

in u matter lhat lo tho most ordinary intel- 
lect is ns plain as thu lotters of the alphabet, 
is lo aggravate the evil ol malevolence, ol 
heait by weakness of bead, 

Oowiohan and Comox dummd roptmen- 
eaiiou. II Ihuy or any other districts do not

MONEY GRANTS. 
To THE EpiTOR OF THE BRITISH COLONIST. 

Sir, — The recent de' ate in Ihe House ol As- 
sembly on tho Estimates, I confess, has been 
to me more a matter ol surprise than ol ioter- 
est. Ooo may always expect lo Bud in any 
legislative body a class of men yclepod ob- 
structive', who may be cou-idered useful, 
just as the brake is necessary to check the 
engine on a down grade, except with this dif- 
ference — the brake is only applied when o<« 
cessary — but Ihe obstructive is perpetually 
clogging the wheels of progress. It certainly 
becomes a mutter of pair, In I surprise to see a 
man laying such high claims lo statesmanship 
as tho lion. Speaker of the House advocating 
such obsolete ideas as those so persistently 
and tenaciously contended for by him during 
the discussion of iho initiation of money 
grants. Does not the hon. Speaker know 
thai this question has been thoroughly ilia- 
i us^ed und absolutely settled in every other 
British North American Colony '! All tho 
dispatches Irom the Colonial oflioo in regard 
lo this matter confirm in the most unequivo- 
cal language tin ; of Iho Legislature ol 
each colony to control their own finances, 
and order what amount of revenue shall bo 
raised, and in what manner it shall be ex- 
pended, until they, by express enactment, 
surrender that riu'ht to the Executive, nor has 
that right in u single instance; been given op 
until alter Responsible Government bad been 
acceded. Until then neither Canada, Nova 
Scotia nor New Brunswick conlidod to the 
Executive the duty ol initiating tho supplies. 

How can any sensible man fail to sec the 
desirableness ol sueh a rule ! or what can 
appear more unreasonable than to place in 
the hand.', ol an irresponsible Governor, sur- 
rounded by a set of irresponsible officials and 
advisers ol his own creating, the power to 
exact an un imited r Tenue, liiid to expend 
that revenue in such manner as may suit the 
pleasure of himself and his coadjutors, allow- 
ing the people's representatives the simple 
right to object to the measures ol the Gov- 
ernment, without tho power to enforoe that 
objection. 

lint h t the Executive Government become 
responsible to tho people, by placing minis" 
ters in the House, und then Ihe danger 
Reuses, the interests ol the Government and 
that of the people become identified. 
Statesmen are then influenced and trained to 
seek the country's bent interest. This view 
of tho oase, Mr. Editor, scorns to me so 
clear that I cannot refrain from repealing the 
expression ol my surprise that any man hav- 
ing the slightest claim to the qualification ol 
a statesman .should attempt to controvert it, 
and moru particularly as the principle has 
become so indisputably settled in tho Legis- 
lative experience of tho British provinces, 
ignorance ol which iilonn should disqualily 
any person from aspiring to legislative hon- 
ors .

The Attorney General moved the second 
reading of thu bill sent up by Ihe Assembly 
arid stated that he purposed introducing 
some amendments to thu bill which would 
not affect the principle, as he would bo sorry 
to alter il materially. Ho thought that when 
a man gavo reasonable public notice that ho 
reserved certain property Irom all liability 
his creditors could have no reasonable cause 
of complaint. In England trie luw was 
virtually in existence so lar as married men 
were concerned who could either by ante 
nuptial or post-nuptial contracts settle pro- 
perty upon their wives, and the courts would 
always protect them as much as possible. 
Wi'h single men the cuse was different. 

Hon. Mr. Eraser— -Does the bill apply only 
to married men ! 

Hon. Attorney General — Oh no! to all. 

Hon. Mr. Eraser explained tho working of 
the bill lir.it passed in California, which was 
framed with the object ol providing lor fami- 
lies, but opened the way to all kinds of fraud. 
He approved ol Iho principle of ihe biil so 
far as it protected heads of families, and 
would be prepared in committee with some 
amend nsents. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Watson was not experienced 
in the working of the system, but thought 
that as the English Bankruptcy Law ex- 
empted £20 worth ol property Irom liability, 
they might go a little farther and exempt 
S-100 or $500, which was sufficient lor the 
immediate wants of a bankrupt's lamily, und 
the test shuuld be left in the hands ol the 
creditors ; but reserving any sum like $5000 
from liability he thought would bo injurious 
to credit. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Eraser replied to the last 
speaker, particularly on the point ol relief, 
which by ihe bill was not intended to bo 
temporary but permanent. Ho would not 
commit himself at present to the sum ol S5U00 
or auy other sum. 

The Chairman— It is 82500, not S5000- 

Hon. Mr. Era-er — However, we must not 
agreo to a sum that will impair credit or 
commerce. 

The bill jwas read ti e second time and 
committed.

The Hon Attorney General, in answer to 
Hon. Donald Era-er. said that he had framed 
the bill lor the purpose of applying a County 
Court system to Ihe colony. 

The Council was occupied lor somo time in 
discussing und passing tho clauses, when it 
rose aud reported | rogross.

A waterspout which burst near tho river 
Ardeche has caused great destruction; era 
dies, articles of lurniture ami pieces of timbor 
wero seen moving rapidly down tbo river 
towards the sea. 

On the 27th till a serious fire occuried at 
the railway works of the Creat Southern and 
Western [failwuy Company, and the state 
carriage used by her Majesty was greatly in- 
jured. 

It is rumored in Paris that Sir Henry 
Bulwor intends to rrsido permanently in Con- 
stantinople, and lhat ho is a convert to 
Mahometanism, and thinks of taking ofiico 
under tho Suhan. 

A few days since n seal untered the house 
of John Henan, ol Bally kiuler, much to tho 
astonishment of Ihe inmates, who, however, 
succeeded in capturing the animal, which 
measured eight feet in length and four feet 
in girth at Iho broadest part. 

Lord Dudley has made a concession of 
some importance to bis tenantry in Wor- 
cestershire. He has intimated to them that 
they aro at liberty lo kill the game on their 
farms. They aie not, however, lo sell thu 
game which they may bag. 

'Ihe Lords of Iho Admiralty have decided 
upon issuing to all Her Majesty's ships ou 
lornigu stations, lor the use of the crews, u 
certain number of weekly papers and monthly 
publications. 

Hawick has been visited by a plague of 
(lies. Eor two days so dense was the cloud 
of insects that passengers could only prevent 
their mouths and eyes from being tilled by 
keeping up a constant process ol fanning. 

Mr. Kootieth MacLeay, U.S.A., was at 
Balmoral, painting iho Queen's grand- 
daughters, Princesses ol Victoria and Eliza- 
beth of llesse, lor Her Majesty. Enuce 
Li uis of Hesse is also silling to Mr. MaoL»ay 
lor his portrait. Hor Majesty has expressed 
to Ibo artist her Approval of the pictures ol 
the Highlanders of Deeside and Slralhdon, 
painted by Mr. .VucLeay, during the summer 
and autumn, by command. 

The Vatican Iuib been in groat commotion 
in consequence of a complaint made by Mr. 
Severn, tho English Consul, against two 
Zouaves accused of having insulted a lady 
with whom he was walking at the Villa 
Torlonia, in Frusoali. It appears too, that a 
packet of despatches addressed to the Consul 
was lately takeu possession ol by ihe Roman 
police, who obtained them from n railway 
official intrusted with their doli very ot Eras- 
caii.
